Elm Mendi Whips tho Fgyptians. 
New York, February 23. 
A Herald Cairo private dispatch 
just received from Khartoum, says 
concerning a successful uprising io 
Soudan, of the so-called Elm, Mendi, 
or the Messiah of Islam. A ter 
months ago Elm Meudi, or to call 
him by his proper name, Sbesk Mo- 
hammed Ahmed, turned ap near 


Cower, on the White Nile, and for the 
second time defeated the Egyptian 
troo sent out inst him, and 
killed 120 of them. Mendi then pro- 
ceeded to Gebel Zodir, situated about 
6 days march from Fasshroda, a strong 
military post on the White Nile, mid- 
way to Khartom and Gondokoro. 
Rahsid Bey, Governor of Tashoda, 
having secured alliance of the Ghil- 
leok tribes, marched out with the reg- 
ular troops, armed with Remington 's, 
to attack the Mendi in front, while 
about 2,000 Shilleoks, commanded by 
Thew, in person, started to cut off the 
Meladi with his Bagara. Bedouins 
fell unexpectedly upon Rahsid 


Three hurdred Egyptians were killed, 
and Rahsid Bey himself was slain by 
the Mendi’s own hand. The whole 
affair lasted only half an hour. The 
Mendi then turned upou the Shi- 
looks, and after a sanguinary conflict, 
routed them and killed Kaikien Shil- 
look, the King, and his entire suite. 
Fashada would also have fallen, had 
not Zeigler Pasha, with 900 Egypt- 
ian troops, arrived by forced marches 
from Kordofan, just in time to 
strengthen its fortification, that 
Mendi declined to attack, with the 
exception of a few fortified stations. 
The Mendi is master of the country, 
and is backed by all the Bargara 
tribes, numbering about 10,000 fight- 
ing men. They are armed with 
double-barreled percusion guns, but 
their chief weapon is a remarkably 
long, heavy and admirably made 
lance. They are’excellent horsemen. 
Everything. will remain at a stand- 
still in Sc unfiltthe arrival of re- 
inforcements from Cairo, which have 
been imperatively demanded. The 

t Egyptian however, 
by no means anxious to serve its 
country in the field where, whenever 
it has concluded to do so, it has 
always justified Colonel Gordon's con- 
clusion that it is utterly useless for 
anything except internal commotion.

New Mexico and Her Condition. 

New York, February 23. 
Tranquillo Luno, the delegate from 
New Mexico to Congress, now in New 
York, yesterday said that the Ameri- 
cans generally believed that the Span- 
ish Mexicans are & very ignorant, 
degraded race of people. This isa 
mistake. People come down to New 
Mexico and stay for, perhaps, 20 days 
traveling about from place to place, 
and of course they are not admitted 


into our best society—you could not 
expect that they would be—and the 
consequence is they only see our 
roughest people, and they go home 
and write about the degradation of 
Mexicans, Our best families are in- 
telligent, refined. and, as become true 
Spaniards, hospitable. About educa- 
tion, the Territory has appropriated 
one-quarter of the taxes of each county 
to the support of public schools. As 
the populstion increases this will be a 
most generous provision. In regard 
to buildings there is an advance. The 
old style was the adobe; now, brick 
factories are being built and stone 
quaries are being opened, aud many 
buildings of brick and stune are going 
up. In fact, New Mexico begins to 
see that she must keep time with the 
march of progress. As New Mexico 
is coming forward so rapidly, it is not 
fair that she should have no voice in 
Congress when States with less popu- 
lation and nothing like her resources 
have two Senators and perhaps two 
Representatives. 1 have therefore in- 
troduced a bill for her admission. It 
is a salubrious climate, and its mineral

Floods, 
Loun wur, February 23. 
The chief scene of interest yester- 
day, in the flooded district, was the 
distribution of a large quantity of 
provisions, donated by Captain Wm.

food for two days. The thriee - needed 
articles were taken by men employed 
in the Life Saviog Service, who rowed 
from tenement to tenement and hoisted 
them into the second story windows. 
It was an impressive sight to watch the 
withered faces of old beldames, and 
the pinched, pallid faces.of the child- 
ren at the windows, watching with 
hun eagerness for the coming of 
the life boats. The most serious loss 
occurred at the distillery of Watting- 
ly & Sons, at the foot of High street. 
The loss will not fall upon the propri- 
etors, but upon the butchers—Grego- 
ry, Harris, Kraft, Seiferd — who, from 
present appearances, will lose heavily, 
probably in the nelghborhood of $15,- 
000. A number of cattle were taken 
out-last night, as long as men could 
see to work. When the reporter left, 
pens of cattle were standing with their 
heads just out of water, and were b?- 
ing fed from buckets. It cannot be 
ascertained how many are lyiug dead 
in the pens.
